If the radio was mine, here is what I would do:

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the

Picked up a grungy NRI Professional Signal Tracer Model 33 at the 
Georgetown, Ohio Hamfest. Cleaned up beautifully. Has a speaker and 
wired-on audio input probe. Also separate wired RF probe with switch to 
select between them. When switched to RF, this unit behaves essentially as 
a TRF receiver with two tuned stages that are tunable from 170 KHz through 
11.2 MHz in four continuous ranges. I replaced the leaky coupling and 
hi-volt bypass caps. Picks up local AM BC stations, the nearby airport 
marker, and stronger shortwave broadcasts with just a hank of wire for 
antenna at good speaker volume. Dial calibration is accurate. Just 
tweaked the alignment a bit. Tubes are 6E5 tuning eye, two 6SK7 for RF 
amps, 6SQ7 as detector & first AF, 6K6 for audio out and 5Y3 rectifier. 
This thing partly reminds me of the RCA Rider Chanalyst and my Meissner 
equivalent except that it has a speaker and directly switched audio for a 
complete receiver function. Neat piece. 


Have not yet found an ad or description in the Radio-TV News mags. Anyone 
know the approximate date of production? Was this targeted to NRI grads 
only? The only old NRI ads I have found are, of course, for the school 
itself.

The 1A2 is just a lesser version of the 1A1 but don't knock it back on that 
account. The early 1A1s used nuvistors and the later ones FETs in the input 
stages but they perform the same once warmed up The 1A4 even though it only 


has one tube is an absolute work of art IMHO.
